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Mr. Kohlor opened the meeting by stating the hope that toe iirteoalwe 
parted or working Qroup activity now beginning would ratal t In an agreed 
raport to tha Foraign Mlnlatere. With tiile In mind, ha tabled as outline 
of a poealble raport to tho Foraign Mlnlatara t plua U.S. drafts of Saotlona 
II, m, and 17 of tha outline (Tha Oannan Queetion, XX WWq/U.7| the Be?T' 
Queetion, II W0/8.11| and Taction on larlin at tha Sumwit, XX WO/5.5). 
Mr. HUlanbrand pointed out that tha paper on tha Oannan problea aroaa from 
working oroup aiacuaaion of tha eubjeet, plua eome additional treeteent of 
tha paaea treaty* Station III on tha ftrlln queetion rapratanttd tha work 
of tha drafting eubgroup plua concluding aaetlona auppllad by tha fc ea ri a an 
•Ida. 

Mr. HUlanbrand noted with regard to tha taetlea paper that it was a 
algnlAetal baa in Biat it could provide the general framework for traataant 
of tha Berlin enaction at the auandt. In effect, it rapraaantad the poaaibla 
aonoluaiona saatloa of tha Working Oroup report. Ite btala aeeumption waa 
that It waa unlikely that tha euandt meeting would lead to agreement on Berlin 
acceptable to tha Watt and the Sorlete at the cane tins. If thia vara true, 
the problem feeing ue became primarily one of tactlaa daalgaad to gain time 
for the tteetern aide* The paper auggeated that the Working Oroup oonaidor 
wtat minimum atepa would be naeeeeary to oontlnue dleeueelon of the negotiation 
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on Berlin,— in eth«r word*, to establish the necessary sdninum of oonosselons 
a— dod to achieve) an essentlelly procedural objective of continuing talks 
and to ensure that these minimum eonoaaalona vara not snossdod. 

Xt vaa sgrssd that a subgroup would review tha draft papar on Soviet 
intontlona in tha light of a British papar on thla eubjeot and roport to tha 
Quadripartite Working Qroup on tha following day. Mr, Kohler notad that tha 
Harking Qroup roport should take the f ona of aa brief a summary as poaalblo 
pins a number of longer annex**. 

Lord Hood asked whether the report of the Working Qroup designed for 
the forthcoming Foreign Ministers meeting should be submitted to HAtO in lte 
original form. Ha pointed out that it would be necessary for the Council to 
get the report from the Working Qroup in good time einoe it would represent 
the principal baala of dlacuealon of the German question In NATO* The 
Working Qroup report could be supplemented by an oral report during the 
Istanbul !JAtD meeting covering decisions taken by the foreign Ministers curing 
their April meeting in Washington. Mr. Kohler said we felt that all or almost 
all of the Working Qroup report should be submitted to NATO in Its original 
form. Mr. Winrtdar said tha French elds could not agree to thla. Mr. Kohler 
asked whether the French side would have any objection to providing hajo wixn 
the sections of the report on Soviet intentions, Qermany and Arlin, plus 
the back-up papers deelgned to provide rebuttals for possible lines of Soviet 
argumentation. Wa might possibly hold back ths paper on tactics for ravlalon 
prior to giving it to NATO. Mr. Winckler agreed that the first three sections 
might be given to NA10| he did not want thv tactics section to be included. 
Lord Weed stressed that the «torklng Qroup now had a greater commitment to 
give its full report to NATO than it had prior to the December 1959 meetings 
in Paris. Mr. Kohler summarised the discussion by saying that unless there 
was spseiflo reason to eliminate parte of the report, «e continued to feel 
It should go in full to NATO,. 

Lord Hood pointed out that the Working Qroup was committed to a review 
of the western" Pease Plan which should presumably be carried out during this 
intensive period, perhaps in a morning editorial section. Mr. Hinenbrand 
pointed out that ths draft submitted by the U.S, on ths usrmsn qussiion muds 
certain assumptions on this point. He also noted that the Qroup ehould go 
over the liat of background papers with s view to extracting debating points 
for the summit-, 
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
